THIRTY-ONE year-6 pupils 
from local primary schools 
joined the art department at 
Cowbridge Comprehensive 
School for a “wonderful 
experience” last week.

The effigies 
position in 
THREE stone 
effigies have been 
brought together 
into the north aisle 
of the East Church 
at St Illtud’s in 
Llantwit Major- 
marking one of the 
final stages in the 
Galilee Chapel 
Project. 

The stone effigies 
were moved last month, 
freeing up more floor 
space in the West 
Church for church and 
community use. 

Two were moved 
from the West Church 
and the third from near 
the pulpit in the East 
Church. 

The oldest is a semi- 
effigial slab, i.e., only 
the head is visible. The 
carving is of a man, 
presumably a priest. 

Could he be a monk 
from the Benedictine 
grange on the hill 
overlooking the church? 

Perhaps not, because 
the inscription on the 
base has been translated 
as, “Let not the stone be 
trodden on; let her who 
lies beneath be 
protected”. 

What is also unusual 
is three bands of Celtic 
carving in the stone. 

The second is a 
coffin-shaped 
sepulchural slab of a 


in their new 
the church. 

layman, dressed in a 
long buttoned tunic, 
with a fur collar, 
holding a glove in his 
left hand. 

It dates from the 
fourteenth century, and 
may have been a 
merchant or a manorial 
official. 

The third effigy is of 
an Elizabethan lady, 
wearing what was then 
high fashion at court 
towards the end of the 
reign of Queen 
Elizabeth I, an elaborate 
embroidered gown in 
Venetian style. 

At her head is an 
infant, indicating that 
she died in childbirth. 
She is thought to be 
Joan, the wife of 
Richard Hopkins, the 
bailiff of the manor 
around 1580. 

Part of the Heritage 
plan for the church is to 
open out the West 
Church for wider 
community and church 
use, with improved 
disabled access and 
welcoming facilities.

She said: “Cancer 
Research UK is very 
close to my heart. I was 
shocked and devastated 
when I was diagnosed 
with cancer but, thanks to 
research, I am still here 
today. 

“By raising money 
through the Virgin 
Money London 

Marathon, I want to help 
the charity ensure more 
people, like me, are 
treated successfully.” 

Alice initially found 
out she had Hodgkin’s 
Lymphoma while she 
was pregnant in 2003. 
Her sister Heather and 
father Alan have both 
been diagnosed with 
different forms of the 
disease too. 

Alice, whose daughter 
Macie is now 10, was 
nearing 10 years free 
from cancer when she 
was rediagnosed in 2013 
and started a year of 
treatment for Ewing’s 
sarcoma. 

In 2003, she had gone 
to the doctor with a lump 
on her neck and was sent 
for further tests. She and 
her partner John had 
been trying for a baby in 
the previous months and 
found out she was 
pregnant just days before 
the biopsy result.

“They only asked me 
once what I wanted to do 
about the baby. Once I 
told them, they were 
fantastic and did 
everything they could to 
help both of us,” she said. 

Alice had another scan 
just before Christmas and 
underwent three months 
of radiotherapy on her 
neck, during which she 
wore a lead apron to 
protect the baby. Macie 
was born in the summer 
of 2004 and Alice went 
on to have more 
treatment. 

Alice explained: “Six 
weeks after Macie was 
born, I started 

chemotherapy. Coping 
with the demands of a 
newborn baby and 
undergoing 
chemotherapy was not 
easy but my family were 
a great help.” 

When she was 
rediagnosed in 2013, it 
was a real shock. 

She said: “It took a 
long time to be 
diagnosed the second 
time - it is rare for adults 
to be diagnosed with 
Ewing’s sarcoma and 
they did a lot of tests. I 
had to have an urgent 
hysterectomy followed 
by 14 cycles of chemo 
over 10 months and five 
weeks of radiotherapy. 

“I finished treatment 
in Eebruary 2014 - it had 
been an exhausting year 
but I have always liked 
doing challenges and did 
the Race for Life Pretty 
Muddy event in the 
summer, followed by the 
Welsh Three Peaks later 
in the year. 

“But it has been a 
huge step to sign up to 
the Virgin Money 
London Marathon.I am 
delighted to be part of it 
but the training has been 
tough - I have already 
had to run further than I 
have ever run before. 

“It’s so motivating to 
know that the money I 
raise is helping to bring 
forward the day when all 
cancers are cured. I can’t 
wait to get to the start 
line and I am counting 
down to the big day.” 

A field of over 40,000 
competitors, including 
serious and fun runners, 
are expected to take part 
in the 2015 Virgin 
Money London 

Marathon. 

As official charity 
partner for the event.

THE Llantwit Major and 
Cowbridge Lions have a busy 
spring programme planned in 
Cowbridge this year.

Type 2 Diabetes is becoming more 
and more common and the symptoms 
can be difficult to spot.

Even if you feel healthy, you 
may have a higher than normal blood 
glucose level (pre-diabetes) and be at 
risk of getting the condition. 

Approximately a quarter of people 


with type 2 Diabetes have the 
condition but are unaware of it. 

The second-hand book sale will be 
held outside Caffe Nero in the entrance 
to Waitrose car park from 10am to 
4pm. The primary purpose of the sale 
is to raise funds for the charitable work 
of Lions but also to raise awareness of 
the Cowbridge May Fair.

Clearing up the horse poo 


I N reply to Robert Evans’ 
question (GEM letters, last 
week) about horse riders 
picking up horse poo - as far 
as I know, there is no 
obligation for the rider to do 
so. 

While it is a nuisance to find horse 
poo outside your house on the 
pavement, the practicalities of the 
rider dismounting - and holding onto 
a large animal who may be nervous 
(as often is the case when the horse 
poos in a narrow lane), to clean up is 
largely impractical and dangerous to 
the rider and oncoming traffic. 

It would be lovely if riders could 


solely use bridle paths and fields for 
riding; however, again this is 
impractical, as they will always need 
to use a road to reach a bridle path. 

I agree, however, that horses should 
not be ridden on the pavements as 
apart from anything else, it is safer to 
have that space on the left of the rider, 
if the horse should jump or spook 
sideways. 

I would imagine also that city 
horses do not get much opportunity 
for cantering and galloping when 
bridle paths can be used, and this 
could prove frightening for a horse 
with a collection bag attached.

“Both horses were 
startled, reared up and 
then galloped off. Her 
friend stayed on, but 
Charlie was thrown off, 
breaking her ankle. 

“She lay in the road, 
and was lucky that the 
next vehicle along saw 
her, stopped to protect 


her. and phoned for an 
ambulance” 

Mrs Brewer was full 
of praise for local people 
who came to help. She 
said: “A passing doctor 
stopped to help. 
Unfortunately, I was not 
given his name. 

“Also, Karen 
Williams, who is a 
nurse, lives nearby and 
she came out to help 
Charlie.”

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Plans to ‘reshape’ library services 
in the Vale get council green light 


VALE COUNCIL plans to trim more 
than £400,000 from the budget for 
libraries were approved on Monday 
(March 9) at a meeting of the cabinet. 

Opening hours are to change and community 
groups are being invited to submit “expressions of 
interest” in running libraries in Dinas Powys, 
Rhoose, St Athan, Wenvoe and Sully. 

A Vale Council statement said that this followed 
Vale residents’ endorsement of the strategy to 
“reshape” library services. 

From June 1, opening hours at Barry, 

Cowbridge, Llantwit Major and Penarth libraries 
will be reduced by a total of 41 hours each week by 
adjusting opening and closing times. 

The libraries will continue to open for at least 
one evening a week as those who responded to the 
consultation requested. 

Coun Stuart Egan, cabinet member for adult 
services, said: “The consultation made it very clear 
that people in the Vale are passionate about their 
library service”. 

Residents interested in developing a community 
led library will have until May 18 to come forward 
and begin working with the council to develop a 
viable business plan. The council then aims to have 
community libraries in Dinas Powys, Rhoose, St 
Athan, Wenvoe and Sully up and running by spring 
2016. 

Coun Egan said: “Over the past months we have 
spoken to a number of groups willing to help us 
maintain the current number of libraries in the 
county. We believe there are more people out there 
who would like to contribute and we are asking

them to come forward. The unprecedented 
financial pressures that we are currently facing mean 
that we simply cannot continue to provide services 
in the same way. We do not want to see libraries in 
the Vale close but the status-quo is not an option”. 

However, there was opposition from a number of 
areas. Before the cabinet meeting UNISON, which 
represents library staff, handed in a petition opposed 
to the plans. In a press statement, UNISON gave the 
number of signatories as “thousands”. 

Gillian Southby, UNISON libraries representative 
in the Vale, said: “We’ve been overwhelmed by the 
number of people across the Vale who have signed 
the petition to save library services. 

“Libraries are far more than just a book loaning 
service these days. They provide internet access for 
many people who otherwise wouldn’t have online 
access, they provide educational support across all 
ages, and many libraries facilitate local community 
groups to run activities. 

“The council has been trying to assure people 
that they will still have access to high quality library 
services, but unfortunately we cannot see how they 
can deliver on this promise. 

FUNDING 

“Services such as these cannot be run by 
volunteer groups - it would simply fall apart. The 
residents of the Vale deserve to have an efficient and 
professionally-run library service and that can only 
be achieved through appropriate funding and 
staffing”. 

Vale MP Alun Cairns described the consultation 
process as “flawed” and criticised the council for 
not giving enough consideration to the role that 
libraries play in child literacy and learning. 

He said: “I am very disappointed that this 
decision has been made by the Vale Council. 
Financial settlements are getting tougher, but the 
local authority has chosen not to shelter council tax 
payers from a 3.9 per cent rise and still has a very 
substantial budget to deliver services. 

“ I am concerned that the role of a local library 
is simply being downgraded in many communities 
across the Vale. When I was young, the library 
played such an important role in my own learning, 
and asking volunteers to complete business plans 


does not help a youngster who may not have access 
to shelves of books at home.” 

Mr Cairns has been approached by campaigners 
in Rhoose, and the ward representative there, Coun 
Jeff James, said: “Rhoose Ward has a population of 
over 7,000, making it one of the largest 
communities in the Vale, with only the Towns of 
Barry, Penarth and Llantwit Major having a greater 
population. 

“Rhoose has grown steadily over the past 30 
years but over that period the library has continued 
to be identified as a small rural 1, but this 
description has not kept pace with growth and 
demand. 

“It would be misleading, therefore, to think that 
Rhoose is a small rural village and that the library 
is little used, such as the other libraries considered 
in the library strategy. The reality is that Rhoose 
Library is the most used of those being considered 
for downgrading from professional to volunteer 
run. 

“Since the installation of computers for public 
use, the number of older people and children using 
the library has increased dramatically. Rhws 
School supports the library and pupils gain access 


between the two buildings without going outside to 
the road or pavement. 

“Rhws School has objected to the proposed 
downgrading of the library from professional to 
volunteer run”. 

Coun James went on to point out that another 
700 homes are likely to be built in Rhoose, 
assuming the proposals are granted planning 
permission. 

The Vale Council says the introduction of 
community led libraries is one of a number of 
changes to the service in the Vale needed to help it 
meet its £25million savings target for the next three 
years. 

The establishment of community libraries is 
projected to save the council £187,000 while the 
reduction in opening hours at the larger facilities is 
due to save £256,000. 

The consultation, to which 1,210 responses were 
received, also addressed the issue of moving St 
Athan library to another site in the village. Further 
discussion of this issue will now take place with 
any party expressing an interest in establishing a 
community library in the area. 


Plaid ^alternative budget to 
save libaries^ voted down 


A SUGGESTED alternative budget by 
Plaid Cymru to “save the Vale’s library 
services from cuts” was defeated at the 
council’s budget-setting meeting last 
week. 

“Plaid Cymru’s ‘budget’ included a 2.8 per cent 
council tax rise - compared with Labour’s 3.9 per 
cent hike - but included the removal of controversial 
plans to cut library opening hours and create 
volunteer-run libraries in Dinas Powys, Rhoose, 
Wenvoe, St Athan and Sully,” said Plaid councillor 
Ian Johnson. 

He stated that the council was in a healthier 
financial position than neighbouring authorities, 
such as Cardiff, and that Vale residents shouldn’t be 


punished for poor government in Westminster by 
losing services and eye-watering council tax rises. 

“We know that Wales is under-funded by £1.2 
billion when compared to Scotland and that the 
Vale’s budget has been cut sharply by the Welsh 
Government in the past two years,” he said. 

“However, the Vale has been consistent in over¬ 
collecting council tax and under-spending its budget. 
Last year, there was a positive difference of £5 
million and this year £3.6 million. On top of that, we 
have tens of millions of pounds in reserves.” 

Plaid Cymru believed there is “more than enough 
money to maintain services such as the Vale 
libraries,” and was disappointed all the other parties 
opposed the amendment, he added.

Row over 3G pitches rumbles 
on after a ‘no show’ meeting 


SPORTS coaches in 
the Vale who are 
opposing Vale 
Council plans to 
provide 3G pitches 
at Jenner Park, 
Barry, were 

“disgusted” when 
no cabinet member 
attended a meeting 
called to discuss the 
issue, writes PHILIP 
IRWIN. 

Coaches from mini¬ 
football and athletics are 
opposed to the plan. 
Athletics because they 
fear that the Jenner Park 
athletics facilities could 
be lost, and mini football 
because coaches believe 
that it will become a 
Barry Town only facility. 

They want the pitches 
built at somewhere like 
Colcot, where a range of 
clubs could book the 
pitches. 

Spokesman Lee 
Saunders told The GEM: 
“We invited all cabinet 
members to the meeting 
on Friday, May, 6, but 
not one turned up and 
only Gwyn John 
confirmed he would not 
be attending. 

“The reason for the 
meeting was to highlight 
our fears for mini 
football and athletics, 
and to address the lack of 
communication from the 
cabinet in regards to the 
proposed plans. 

“We know the 
feasibility study was 
handed back to the 
council in December. 
This has been confirmed 
by Coun Gwyn John and 
the consultants, but has 
yet to to cabinet. It was 
not added to the agenda 
for the March 9 meeting, 
when we were told it 
would be. 

“We want to know 
why?” 

He continued: “Welsh 
athletics, Barry & Vale 
Harriers, Cardiff & Vale 
athletics, Welsh schools 
athletics all attended the 
meeting on Friday, along 
with representatives from 
the VOG football league 
and the ward councillor 
for Rhoose, Coun Philip 
Clarke. 

“They all wanted to 


put questions to the 
cabinet but feel disgusted 
that not one member 
turned up. All the above 
parties have asked for 
months to meet and they 
have not been willing”. 

At the moment, Barry 
Town and Rhoose FC use 
Jenner Park, and the 
council argument is that a 
3G pitch would help 
these clubs strengthen 
their ties with the 
community. 

However, Mr 


Saunders said: “Barry 
have two junior teams 
and no mini teams, while 
Rhoose have no junior or 
mi ni teams. So, we are 
talking less than 40 
young players. 

“Where will they gain 
these players? We all 
know where from, by 
poaching from other long 
established clubs, 

thereby wrecking them”. 

So far, more than 
1,000 people have signed 
a petition opposing the 


plan, and around 40 
football coaches have 
signed a letter of 
opposition. 

A Vale Council 

spokesman said that the 
Leader, Coun Neil 
Moore, had been keen to 
attend the meeting, but 
was committed to a diary 
engagement. 

However, a number of 
the coaches had been 
able to attend last 
Monday’s cabinet 

meeting, and had asked 


questions there. 

The spokesman 

continued: “The 3G 
pitch at Jenner Park is 
intended for the whole 
community, from 

women’s teams, to senior 
and junior football. 

“It will offer 
thousands of playing 
hours to groups in the 
Vale who book time on 
it”.

THE WELSH MAN WHO 
GAVE PI TO THE WORLD 


LOCAL youngsters 
are being called on 
to celebrate the first 
‘Pi Day Cymru’ this 
week and have fun 
with maths, to 
honour the 

Welshman who gave 
Pi to the world. 

The Americans have 
been celebrating March 
14 as National Pi Day 
since 1988 and other 
countries have followed 
suit since then, 
acknowledging the 
pivotal role pi has played 
in engineering and 
technology. 

But this year for the 
first time, Wales is 
staking its unique claim 


to the day by 
remembering Welsh¬ 
speaking mathematician 
William Jones who, in 
1706, was the first person 
to use the Greek letter jt 
or pi to represent the 
mathematical constant, 
which enables us to 
measure the 

circumference and area 
of circles. 

Pi is an infinite 
decimal and not even the 
most powerful computers 
have managed to 
calculate its exact value 
but, for years, people 
have had fun trying to 
memorise as many of its 
digits as they can. 

The idea for Pi Day 
Cymru came from retired 
professor Gareth Ffowc

The first three digits of 
pi are 3.14 which in the 
American calendar 
equates to March 14. 
This year is special; 
because the next two 
digits of pi are 15, so that 
3.1415 equates to March 
14, 2015. There are exact 
times during the day - 
9.26 and 53 seconds (am 
and pm) - which 
correspond to the first 10 
digits of pi: 
3.141592653. 

Said Professor 

Roberts: “Because this 
happens only once every 
100 years it’s an ideal 
time for Wales to get 
involved and to 


remember our nation’s 
role in giving pi to the 
world. William Jones’ 
recognition of the 
importance of pi and of 
its special properties 
proved to be a significant 
advance. 
Mathematicians , 
scientists and engineers 
keenly took up the idea, 
which had a major 
impact on the 
development of 

technology across the 
world at the dawn of the 
industrial revolution.” 

“They might want to 
video themselves doing a 
pi memory test - in 
English or in Welsh, 
William Jones’s first 
language - or maybe 
young people could use 
pi to calculate the 
circumference of circular 
landmarks in their own 
localities and post 
pictures on Eacebook or 
other social media,” he 
said.

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Community stunned by tragic 
death of teenagers in crash

AFTER a tragic and 
traumatic weekend, the 
town of Barry is in shock 
over the death of four 
people in a crash on the 
A470 near Brecon - three 
of the dead were 17-year- 
olds from Barry. 

In a separate incident, an 18- 
year-old man from Barry is in 
intensive care after an attack in a 
Porthcawl caravan park. 

The tragic events began at 
10.15pm on Friday, March 6, on 
the A470 between Libanus and 
RAC bends near Storey Arms, 
Powys. 

Two vehicles were involved in 
a collision, a black Volkswagen 
Golf estate and a green 
Volkswagen Golf. 

The green VW contained five 
young people from Barry and the 
driver, Rhodri Miller, and a 
passenger, Corey Price, were 
declared dead at the scene. 

Alesha O’Connor, also 17, 
was taken to hospital, where she 
died of her injuries. 

The other two passengers in 
the green VW were taken to 
hospital with serious injuries. 

The driver and front seat 
passenger in the black VW Golf 
estate were taken to hospital with 
serious injuries. The passenger, 
68-year-old Margaret Elizabeth 
Challis (nee Webber) from the 
Merthyr area, died in hospital 
from her injuries. 

A police spokeswoman said: 
“It is believed that a number of 
vehicles were travelling in 
convoy at the time of the 


collision.” 

These vehicles were heading 
towards Brecon, while Margaret 
Challis’ car was heading in the 
opposite direction. 

Following the accident, five 
male drivers, from other vehicles 
in the convoy, were arrested on 
suspicion of dangerous driving. 
They were later released on 
police bail. 

Later that night, two more 
males were arrested and also 
later released on bail. All seven 
were either 17 or 18 years old. 

The first tributes released 
were from the immediate family 
of the victims. 

The parents of Rhodri Miller 
said: “Rhodri was a bright 
talented 17-year-old who had so 
much to live for. He was 
studying for his A-Levels at Bro 
Morgannwg School. 

“He was a very popular boy 
inside and outside of school; he 
loved his football, was a season 
ticket holder for Cardiff City 
Football Club, and loved going 
to the gym. 

“He will be very sadly missed 
by family and friends, and all 
who knew him.” 

Paul and Sharon, Alesha’s 
parents, said: “Alesha was a kind 
loving child, a much loved baby 
sister AND OUR BEAUTIFUL 
PRINCESS. 

“She was much loved by all 
her extended family. She was the 
perfect daughter and friend and 
has left a massive void in our 
family. 

“Alesha was beautiful, 
intelligent and artistic and had 
her whole life ahead of her. 


“We as a family would like to 
pass on our sympathy to the 
other families who have lost 
loved ones.” 

The parents of Corey Price 
said: “The family of Corey are 
devastated by the sudden and 
tragic loss of their wonderful, 
gentle and caring son, brother, 
uncle and grandson. 

“No words can explain how 
we are feeling but we are truly 
grateful for the support of our 
family and friends at this tragic 
time.” 

Both Rhodri Miller and Corey 
Price were pupils at Ysgol Bro 
Morgannwg, and the 
headteacher, Dylan Jones, 
remembered both boys as 
talented in different ways, with 
Rhodri excelling in science and 
Corey showing great promise as 
a footballer. 

The school week at Ysgol Bro 
Morgannwg started on Monday 
morning with an emotional 
service at the morning assembly. 


Alesha O’Connor was a 
former pupil of St Richard Gwyn 
Catholic High School, and was 
studying for A-Levels at St 
David’s Sixth Form College in 
Cardiff. 

There were emotional scenes 
at morning assembly there too, 
as pupils arrived. At both 
schools, displays of floral 
tributes grew rapidly. 

A Vale Council spokesman 
said that any school had been 
offered its full support, through 
counselling services or any other 
means. 

A community memorial 
service was held yesterday 
evening (Wednesday) at the 
Windsor Road Chapel in Barry, 
arranged by Lindsay Ellis, of 
Vale Funeral Services. 

He said: “Barry is in a state of 
shock, and it was a chance for 
people to reflect on the tragedy.” 

Vale MP Alun Cairns said: “I 
have made contact with all of the 
families involved in this tragic 


situation. My prayers go out to 
all involved. 

“It is deeply sad to see these 
young lives lost and the impact it 
has had on family, friends and 
the wider community in Barry 
and the rest of the Vale. I offer 
my deepest condolences and 
support to the local community.” 

Although Barry is the largest 
town in Wales, it still seems that 
everyone knows someone who 
has been affected. 

This is true for staff here at 
The GEM, and everyone on this 
newspaper shares that sense of 
shock. 

A friend of Alesha’s, Ella 
Watts, said: “Alesha was 
beautiful, outgoing, funny and 
constantly happy. She was way 
too young. Her best friends want 
her story to be shared - so that 
people are more aware of how 
the community of Barry has 
come together to celebrate the 
three young, lost lives. 

“I’ve written a poem which 


has touched many people on 
social media and I would love 
for as many people as possible to 
see this.”

Woman dies 
in house fire 

AN elderly woman has died after a house 
fire in Penarth. 

The Police and Fire Service were called to a 
property on Cedar Way, Penarth, just before 7.30pm 
on Tuesday, March 10 after reports of smoke coming 
from the premises. The elderly lady was found 
inside. 

A South Wales Police spokeswoman said: “The 
cause of her death is not yet known and an 
investigation into the cause of the fire is under way. 
At this stage, the incident is being treated as 
unexplained. 

“Officers are in the process of informing the 
lady’s next of kin and formally identifying her. 

“No-one else is believed to have been inside the 
house at the time and no-one else has been reported 
injured.

OBITUARY: ALFRED MILLS, Barry (1911 2015 ) 


rnuny jt 
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It is with the deepest sorrow that we have 
to report the death on Monday of the 
highly-respected local historian and 
long-standing GEM contributor, Alfred 
(‘Alf’) Mills, whose fascinating personal 
accounts of times past in the Vale 
endeared him to our readers over many 
years. Always the perfect gentleman, he 
will be sadly missed, not least by 
everyone here at The GEM. We extend 
our deepest sympathy to his family and 
many friends. 

ORN in Whitchurch, Cardiff 
of English parents, Alfred 
grew up with a brother and 
three sisters in Rhoose and 
Porthkerry, with his father working 
on the land in and around 
Porthkerry. 

He attended Porthkerry School (in 
which one of his sisters eventually 
lived), followed by attendance at 
Romilly Road School and eventually 
he reached Barry County Grammar 
School and was tutored in book¬ 
keeping and accountancy. 

All of his working life was spent 
entirely at Rhoose Cement works, 
where he started as a stave lad - and 
later, Aberthaw Cement works, with 
some time at the Rhoose Asbestos 
factory. 

Some of his work was taken up as a 
plate layer, responsible for railway 
track maintenance within the works 
site, but he eventually operated quarry 
haulage winches at the ^oose and 
Aberthaw crushing plants, followed by 
a similar role at Aberthaw. He learned 
to operate the quarry navvy and, 
finally, for many years the main quarry 
haulage winch at Rhoose works. 

With the abolition of the quarry 
haulage at Rhoose works, following 
massive modifications and the addition 
of a new cement kiln, by 1959 he 
became spare locomotive driver and 
weigh-bridge attendant at Rhoose 
works. 

Married at Neath in 1935, he and his 
wife Edith, moved to Park Crescent in 
^arry and in 1937 they raised a son. 



and 


after a move to High Street, followed 
by a further move to his ‘lifetime’ 
dwelling at Queen Street from 1941, 
raised a second son in 1942 and a 
daughter in 1947. 

He relished the countryside and local 
developments and became something 
of a local historian, and his writings 
have been a regular feature in The 
GEM. 

In August 1996 he published a 
booklet, "Memories immune to time", 
which apparently sold 6,000 copies, 
though he received no remuneration. 

Eor a while he became a special 
constable at Barry, but turned to his 
love of first aid, which he was involved 
in at the Aberthaw Cement Company’s 
works. 

Between 1958 and 1981, he was a 
voluntary St John Ambulance person 
and became superintendent, Barry 
Dock Division. On his retirement from 
his regular Rhoose cement works 
employment, he was asked by the 
company to carry on with first aid 
training at Rhoose and Aberthaw 
works, and even did a spell of teaching 
first aid to students at Barry Training 
College into his 80s. 

On leaving the St John Ambulance 
group, he moved to the Red Cross 


organisation and spent many hours at 
the Barry Island Eirst Aid station - and 
even met up with royalty on a couple 
of occasions. 

On his 93rd birthday. The GEM 
treated him to a pleasure flight from 
Rhoose airport and he took the controls 
in flight of the light aircraft for a 
couple of minutes under supervision of 
the pilot. 

Remarkably he recovered from a 
serious accident at Aberthaw works in 
1944, when he fractured his spine and 
was off work for 18 months. 

In 1970, he suffered a serious injury 
in a car accident near his Barry home. 
He never fully recovered from that, 
losing some dexterity in his hands; 
ironically, he was still driving a few 
years ago but was involved in yet 
another car accident very near his 
home! 

However, he managed to acquire 
another small car which he drove until 
he had almost reached 100, when he 
received the Queen’s Telegram. 

Until a couple of years ago, he was 
still doing his own cooking, washing 
and ironing, but arthritis in his knees 
was a setback. With a chairlift to 
overcome the house stairway, he was 
living alone following the death of his 
wife in December 2001. 

Walking became a somewhat painful 
affair and he was regularly overseen by 
his immediate family, especially his 
daughter and son-in-law who helped 
immensely in his longevity. 

Until January this year he was still 
doing his Daily Mirror crossword but 
his health deteriorated seriously after a 
couple of falls in his home and he 
became hospitalised on Eebruary 28. 

At almost 104 years of age, he 
passed away at Heath Hospital on 
March 9, leaving two sons, a daughter, 
two grand-sons, four grand-daughters, 
two great grand-daughters and two 
great-grandsons.

ARCHIVE TELLS OF ROLE PLAYED 
BY WOMEN IN WELSH INDUSTRY 


AT Canolfan Soar, Merthyr Tydfil on 
March 25 the Women’s Archive of Wales 
will be launching the final report of a 
Heritage-Lottery Funded oral history 
project, ‘Voices From the Factory Floor.’ 

Some 210 interviews have been recorded and 
transcribed, 60 of them in the medium of Welsh, 
describing the life and work at 208 different 
factories. 

A spokeswoman said: “Although the significance 
of the manufacturing industries to the economy of 
Wales in the period after the Second World War is 
recognised, the key role women played is often 
forgotten. 

“Many of the women who worked in these 
factories are now elderly and the Women’s Archive 
of Wales, fulfilling one of its main objectives, to 
preserve women’s history, wanted to record the 
experiences of this factory life before it was entirely 
forgotten.” 

A dedicated website, 

WWW. factorywomensvoices.wales will also be 
launched on March 25. 

Voices from the Factory Floor 
“I’D done the Welsh feathers and the Lady 
Diana ring and they were beautiful things. They 


were the three feathers. They would come in two 
pieces. I would solder a little blob with a crown. 

“I believe we got feathers and a crown that were 
joined together, and then I would put a hook and a 
hinge for a pin to go on so it would be a brooch, and 
then it would go to other sections then to be cleaned 
up or plated whatever.” 

AO; Attwood and Sawyer Factory, Porthcawl 
“YES, if you didn’t do your work, if you weren’t 
pulling your weight then yes, you would lose your 
job because you had to keep up on a production 
line. 

“So if you didn’t keep up, or were chatting and 
laughing not keeping up on the line, then you would 
lose your job, because it was a production line. 

“There was a belt running down the middle of the 
production line and the garments came down on the 
belt. You took it off, did your part, put it back on the 
belt for the next person, so it was a continuous line 
all the time. You had to keep up.” 

GR-, London Pride Factory, Bridgend 
“WE had the strong impression that we were 
being discouraged from trade union activity. 
Determined to proceed with our plans, we made 
an appointment to consult a local, leading trade 
union supporter to ask his advice. 

“He reacted by contacting the local press, as a 


result of which, headlines the next day proclaimed 
that ‘Trade union membership was being 
discouraged at a Local Underwear Factory.’ 

“This embarrassing revelation led to a change of 
heart at the Sidroy Mills, with management 
complying with our aim to create a local branch of 
the Tailor & Garment Workers’ Union. 

“At the first general meeting, members were 
elected to fill the posts of chairman, secretary and 
treasurer, with my sister and I elected as chair and 
secretary of the branch and when properly 
established, members elected us as delegates to the 
local Trade Union Council.”

evidence that Sharlto 
Copley could easily 
challenge that should 
he wish to, as it is his 
central performance as 
Chappie that holds 
everything together. 

It wouldn’t work if it 
was in any way flawed, 
but it is just sublime, 
not just Copley’s 
performance that 
captures the wide-eyed 
innocence of creation 
all the way to the 
bitterness and anger of 
loss and hatred, but 
also on a technological 
level. 

Blomkamp’s ability 
to marshal and push 
computer effects pays 
incredible dividends 
with a photo-realistic 
character that the 
largely human cast can 
bounce off. 

Most impressive of 
these are Dev Patel as 
Chappie’s creator, or 
‘maker’ as the robot 
calls him the actor 
throwing off the 
stereotypes of these 
boffin types with a 
fresh face and 
personality, trying to 
do the right thing even 
when it goes against 
his employers’ wishes. 


while Ninja and 
Yolandi of South 
African rap duo Die 
Antwoord (yeah, me 
neither) seemingly play 
themselves as criminals 
intent on using 
Chappie as a tool to get 
them out of a fix. 

These two suffer 
from an inability to act, 
meaning that some of 
the more emotional 
moments lose their 
impact when they are 
involved. 

But it’s not just 
rappers that suffer in 
terms of acting - big 
names also don’t quite 
work either. 

Hugh Jackman may 
sport an impressive 
mullet, but his 
character’s murky 
motivations 
(competitive jealousy) 
don’t quite feel right, 
and Jackman plays the 
character a little too 
broadly at times, 
resembling Pat Sharp 
wearing Steve Irwin’s 
wardrobe. 

Sigourney Weaver 
has a small role, but 
saddled with weak 
dialogue as Deon and 
Vincent’s boss, she is 
unconvincing and 


slightly wooden, a rare 
misstep for a fine 
actress. 

Where the film 
really comes to life is 
in Blomkamp’s 
direction. 

Visually superb, and 
using the worn-out 
look of Johannesburg, 
he captures the anarchy 
that has resulted in the 
use of a mechanised 
police force, and the 
dangerous characters 
within it, wonderfully 
well; while 

technologically he hits 
all the right notes, the 
film’s climax high- 
octane with a side 
order of epic. 

The script aims to 
make salient points 
about man’s reliance 
on technology, how we 
are both awed and in 
fear of what the future 
may bring, but wisely 
chooses not to play the 
satire card; instead, 
much like District 9, it 
plays it for realism, 
and as a result it works 
extremely well. 

The notion of nature 
versus nurture is well 
examined (Chappie is 
in essence a child, 
forced to do some 


rapid growing up in a 
harsh environment) as 
is the level of 
consciousness within 
artificial intelligence 
(something that is 
becoming 2015’s 
theme of choice). 

With Blomkamp’s 
next film a new entry 
in the Alien saga, it 
seems the director has 
rediscovered his mojo 
with Chappie; it’s not 
without its faults, but 
once it warms up and 
gets going there’s 
much to enjoy. 

VERDICT -A 
return to form after the 
slightly disappointing 
Elysium, Chappie sees 
Neill Blomkamp create 
a film that manages to 
be both heartwarming 
and epic, in terms of its 
visual spectacle. 

Intelligent, but not 
short of brawn, it plays 
broadly but with 
enough going on to 
keep you engaged. 
Worth watching.

the same themes the 
result was the 
ineffective Elysium, so 
he has much to prove 
with his third effort. 
Chappie. 

It tells the story of 
the titular robot 
(motion captured by 
regular collaborator 
Sharlto Copley), a 
police robot who is 
reprogrammed by 
Deon (Dev Patel), after 
he develops technology 
to create a sentient 
being, allowing 
Chappie to think, feel 
and communicate. 

However, his 
presence doesn’t go 
unnoticed and Deon’s 
co-worker (and former 
soldier) Vincent Moore 
(Hugh Jackman) takes 
it upon himself to 
nullify any threat that 
Chappie may pose - 
but he won’t go down 


without a fight... 

With Chappie, you 
could think that Neill 
Blomkamp has gone to 
the well too many 
times. 

Much like his first 
two films, it is a story 
of man struggling to 
come to terms with a 
new technological 
dawn, set in the near 
future, while working 
on both a basic and a 
deeper level.

The conversion of the former St 
Stephens Church to become 
Llangynwyd Village Hall has earned 
the Llangynwyd Community 
Association an accolade at Bridgend

Originally built in the 19th century as 
a school, the building was later used 
as a church up until the 1990s, when 
it became an artist's studio, before 
falling into disrepair. 

After their old village hall was 
destroyed by a fire around the turn 
of the millennium, the Llangynwyd 
Community Association began 
raising funds to build a new hall and 
identified the former church as their 
ideal venue. 

A decade of fundraising followed 
and, having successfully obtained 
the grants they required, the 
association were able to buy the 
building and they opened it around 
a year ago after many months of 
renovation work. 

The result is a building that has 
become a popular asset for the local 
community, and the project was 
selected as the winner of the'Best 


change of use or conversion' honour 
at the council's ninth annual building 
control awards. The project was also 
selected by the council as the 
recipient of its'Special planning 
award'. 

Councillor Phil White, Bridgend 
County Borough Council's Cabinet 
Member for Communities, said: 
"Using local tradesmen, the 
Llangynwyd Community Association 
have completely refurbished the 
building to a high class standard 
while retaining its original charm. For 
example, it even contains the bell 
that was used in the old school over 
a century ago. The Association must 
be complimented on their 
commitment to the project and for 
providing a bustling facility that can 
be used by current and future 
generations of the local community."

The site itself follows the topography of the 
Nant Sychbant valley, which alone brought its 
own problems; with the construction being 
built into the hillside, the 'tanking' detail had to 
be installed and made available for the 
manufacturers to sign off. The'permacrib'walls, 
as well as providing support, also gave 
enclosure to the site. 

The development provides supported 
residential accommodation for people with 
disabilities and exceeds standards, to offer 
flexibility for the future. 


Based on the principles of inclusive design 
both the external and internal environment is 
designed to be accessible to all residents, staff 
and visitors including disabled people with 
varying degrees of mobility and people with 
sensory impairments. All parts of the scheme 
are designed and have been built to meet the 
guidance of Approved Document M of the 
Building Regulations BS8300 and the Welsh 
Government Development Quality 
Requirements. 

Internally, the building is fully wheelchair- 
accessible and incorporates assisted 
bathrooms with hoists, to allow for complete 
movement. Door ironmongery is 
ergonomically designed for the end user. 

Externally, access routes by way of ramps, with 
changes of level defined by changes in 
materials, leads to an outside space with 
impressive views of the Nant Sychbant Valley. 

The collaborative working between Building 
Control, Pentan Architects, Pendragon and 
Valleys to Coast Housing has resulted in a fully 
accessible building.

A GEM READER TELLS OF MUM’S 
POIGNANT TALE OF THE ARSENAL 


1 HAVE been 
very interested 
in your recent 
series of 
photographs in 
respect of the 
workers at the 
Bridgend Arsenal 
and to read Mrs 
Cecilia Pickering’s 
letter in last week’s 
GEM (March 5). 

Like many women 
wishing to participate in 
the war effort, my late 
mother, Gwyneth Rustell 
(nee Williams), went to 
work in the Arsenal as a 
young woman in her late 
teens. 

After a period of time 
and appropriate training, 
she became an inspector, 
which meant that she 
was responsible for 
checking metal boxes of 
gunpowder-filled 
detonators before they 
were sealed ready for 
transportation from the 
factory to the Armed 
Services. 

As Mrs Pickering said 
in her letter, it was 
“quite dangerous work!” 

Two months after her 
21st birthday in January 
1943, my mother was 
unlucky enough to 
handle a box of faulty 
detonators which 
exploded causing 
devastating injuries to 
both hands and 
showering her upper 
body in splinters of 


shrapnel and other 
fragments of metal from 
the work bench. 

Had these detonators 
been in perfect working 
condition, she would 
have been killed 
immediately; however, 
the explosion ‘blew 
downwards’, with the 
result that she lost all the 
fingers of her left hand, 
while sustaining very 
serious injuries to the 
right. 

She spent the 
following year in a 
specialist bums hospital 
in Gloucestershire, 
where she underwent 
numerous operations to 
re-build her hands using 
muscle, tissue and skin 
from her legs, which was 
a very long and painful 
process. 

During this time she 
met and befriended other 
young people, including 
some young airmen who 
had been very badly 
burned when their planes 
were attacked. 

Through their terrible 
experiences, these young 
people bonded together, 
forming a tight-knit 
support group and she 
often spoke of the 
kindness shown to them 
by local people 
whenever they ventured 
out beyond the hospital 
grounds into the local 
town. 

Prior to her accident, 
my parents had talked of 
marriage but my mother 
refused to contemplate 


getting married until she 
could be completely 
independent. 

Eventually, in 1948 
five years after her 
accident, she and my 
father married, with me 
arriving the following 
year. 

I grew up with stories 
of the Arsenal and 
despite all that had 
happened she always 
spoke of her time there 
without a trace of 
bitterness. She spoke of 
the camaraderie between 
colleagues who each day 
faced the unimaginable 
stress of undertaking 
such dangerous work, 
together with the 
constant threat of 
discovery, as German 
bombers were actively 
seeking the location of 
the Arsenal on a daily 
basis. 

Sadly, there were 
terrible accidents during 
its lifetime - probably 
far more than we shall 
ever know and I am sure 
that, for many former 
Arsenal workers, there 
must be a feeling that 
recognition of the work 
of these extraordinary 
people has come a little 
too late for many. 

My mother? Well, 
she never let her 
disability get in the way 
of her personal progress. 
She became an active 
member of the 
Cowbridge Red Cross, 
even participating in 
voluntary nursing duties 


at two local hospitals, 
which she very much 
enjoyed. 

Eventually, she 
became the branch 
Commandant (Senior 
Officer) and during the 
Red Cross centenary 
year she was invited to a 
Buckingham Place 
garden party. 

Alongside other 
voluntary groups, 
members of Cowbridge 
Red Cross were among 
the first to respond to the 
Aberfan Disaster, where 
my mother worked for 
several days. 

As early responders, 
they were assigned to 
work in the mortuary, 
where they were asked 
to prepare the victims. 


the majority of whom 
were children, for 
identification. 

She never spoke of 
this dreadful experience, 
although for all who 
were there it left a very 
dark shadow in their 
lives. 

On a happier note, she 
also joined Llanblethian 
and later Cowbridge WI, 
where she made many 
lasting friendships. She 
and my father were very 
well known in 
Cowbridge and for many 
years enjoyed a very 
active social life. 

She was never defined 
by what happened to her 
in the Arsenal and in 
truth, many people were 
unaware of her disability 


as she was extremely 
adept at working around 
any problem. 

Throughout her life, 
she had to contend with 
bits of shrapnel, small 
nuts and screws ‘floating 
about’ in her hands and 
arms, which often 
required surgical 
removal but she took it 
all in her stride with a 
positive mindset. 

No doubt, she would 
have been most 
interested in the recent 
interest shown and 
doubtless could have put 
names to faces and 
perhaps she and Mrs 
Pickering even knew 
each other?

congestion. 

• Increased noise and 
disruption for Barry 
Island residents. 

• Proximity to a large 
supermarket and up to 
2,000 new dwellings; 
placing it at the centre of 
a mainly residential area. 

• The impact on the 
attractiveness of Barry 
Island as a tourist 
destination. Many 
people visit the Island 
because it offers a 
respite from the 
demands of urban living. 

They want to spend 
time in an environment 
that is rejuvenating and 
sustaining. 

Why should the short¬ 
sighted demands of a 
few businessmen and the 
lack of a long-term 
vision by our elected 
representatives destroy 
the potential of a small 


oasis of calm in an 
environment that has 
been vastly 
overdeveloped? 

Barry Island should 
be free to everyone, not 
just those who have 
enough money to buy 
the goods and services 
being offered. How 
many Barry residents 
will be able to afford the 
high cost of temporary 
funfair rides? 

The land the 
fairground stood on 
should be designated an 
open park, with small 
commercial enterprises 
and access to all. 

It is time for some 
creative big thinking and 
sensitive action. We 
need to learn and move 
on from the safety of our 
past and develop a 
present and future for 
our children that is 
nurturing and enriching.

permission has already recently been granted 
for350 homes to be built to the north-east of the 
railway line. 

This will substantially add to the already over¬ 
burdened, meagre facilities available in Rhoose, not 
to mention the resulting increase in traffic. 

We accept that most villages throughout the Vale 
feel the same regarding development but the 
enormous increase of 700, we believe, is 
unprecedented. 

These houses do not appear generally to be 
falling within the category of inexpensive first-time 
buyer/social housing, which most of us accept is 
required in rural areas but not in such high numbers 
for Rhoose, so for whose benefit are they really 
being built? 

Although the proposed area is not rated as being 
of any real conservational interest, it does, 
however, have a bat colony of some interest and is 
a green area, one of few remaining in the actual 
village. 

Surely there are brown areas available in the 
Vale more suitable. The latest amendments made to 
the proposals are also very questionable - they may 
well cause flooding problems for Rhoose Point 
residents and will almost certainly cause traffic 
problems for Porthkerry Road and backing-up of 
traffic in surrounding roads especially at peak 
times. 

We pray that someone, somewhere will see sense 
and stop this further development before it is too 
late to save our lovely village, turning it into a town 
without the necessary infrastructure to support it. 

The battle to save the area north-east has already 
been lost - please don't let us lose this battle, too.

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Great point-to- 
point seasons 
of Welsh racing 


ON AND OFF THE TURF 
WITH BRIAN LEE. 


A FEW weeks ago, 
I received a 
telephone call from 
someone wanting to 
buy a copy of my 
self-published book 
The Races Came 
Off - The Story of 
Point-To-Point 
Racing in South 
and West Wales, 
which was 

published in 1986. 

I told him that I only 
had a couple of copies 
left because when we 
moved house some 15 
years ago, my dear wife 
and daughter had 
dumped boxes of them 
on to a skip. 

I told my caller that 
he might be able to get 
hold of a copy on the 
Internet and he said he 
had tried but he didn’t 
want to pay the £70 they 
were going for! 

Anyway, for those of 
you who have been 
enjoying my Blast From 
The Past series of 
articles here is an 
excerpt from the book: 
“In 1976 two additional 
point-to-points were 
added to the Welsh 
calendar. One, the 
Banwen Miners’ was a 
completely new one. 
The other, which was the 
Tivyside was making a 
reappearance after an 
absence of 10 years. 

“The Banwen 

Miners’, which was held 
on top of a mountain at 
Neath in West 

Glamorgan, had the 
honour of opening the 
season. Conditions 
underfoot were terrible 
and it wasn’t only the 
horses that were slipping 
about all over the place. 

“Both open races 

went to invaders, with 
Hiccup 11 from the 
Ludlow taking the 

ladies’ race, and 

Drumnasilla from the 
South Hereford the 
men’s event. 

“A feature of the 
season was the riding of 
38-year-old Ross Farr, a 
farmer from Aberthin, 
near Cowbridge. 

“He surprised 

everyone by winning the 
Welsh riders’ 

championship with 11 
winners, a feat last 
achieved by Bill Jones 
many years previously. 

“The first of Farr’s 
wins came at the 
Tivyside, at Lydstep, 
where he got Underhill 
home by a neck from 
Etruscan King in the 
maiden race. 

“It was at this meeting 
that Fred Mathias’ 
young son Richard rode 
his first winner, on the 
hooded Hampton Boy. 
Marion Thomas, who 
had ridden in point-to- 
points for 29 years, 
made history by 
becoming the first lady 
steward at a Welsh 
meeting since the 
Second World War. 

“This was at Llanybri 
for the Carmarthenshire, 
where Farr landed a 


double with Underhill in 
the members’ race, and 
East Of Eden in the 
maiden event. 

“June Lewis scored a 
most unusual win on 
Boundtobe in the ladies’ 
race at the Gelligaer 
Farmers’ at Lower 
Machen when beating 
Eortcum and 

Mandrykal' (In fact, it 
was so unusual that my 
story made the front 
page of the now long 
gone and lamented The 
Sporting Life; and not 
many point-to-point 
stories made the front 
page of that esteemed 
paper!) 

I say unusual as 
earlier in the day, 
Boundtobe had run in 
the 1.30pm race at 
Chepstow! Mind you, he 
had only got as far as the 
third fence when his 
saddle slipped and he 
was pulled up. It was 
then the quick-thinking 
June Lewis got him 
smartly into his box, 
dashed home to 
Llanwern for her riding 
kit, then on to Lower 
Machen, just in time to 
declare him for the 
ladies’ race due to start 
at 4.15pm. 

No one was more 
surprised to see June 
than her husband Roger, 
who had watched the 
Chepstow race on a 
portable television set, 
before going out to ride 
Philborough in the 
men’s open race. 

It was a great shame 
that Sea Petrel, who won 
the maiden race at this 
meeting, did not stay in 
Wales, for two years 
later she won the 
Grimthorpe Cup, which 
is the only point-to-point 
run over four-and-a-half 
miles, at the Middleton 
fixture and is known as 
the point-to-point 
‘Grand National’. 

The members’ race 
was the best the 
Gelligaer Farmers had 
ever staged. First past 
the post was Herbert 
Gibbons’ Vodka Cup, 
who scored from two 
other useful horses in 
Half-Holiday and Green 
Art VI. 

Later on Vodka Cup 
met Eitz in a hunter 
chase at Hereford, and at 
an advantage of lOlbs 
beat him by two lengths. 

Vodka Cup was ridden 
by Tim Rooney, who 
also that season won the 
Clive Memorial hunter 
chase over the same 
course on Mike Bishop’s 
Devil’s Walk. 

With Green Art VI in 
second place and 
Ronaheath in third, the 
race resulted in a clean 
sweep for Welsh horses. 

Ronaheath, a nine- 
year-old old chestnut 
mare, was ridden by her 
owner. Derrick 

Llewellin. She could go 
a cracking gallop and 
during the season she 


scored seven times. 

In a closely-fought 
contest for the Spillers 
South and West Wales 
Challenge Trophy she 
beat Mandryka, who 
also won seven races, by 
27 points to 26. It was 
the place points that won 
the trophy for her. 

Court Lad added 
another four wins to an 
already fine record, and 
in doing so bagged a 
course record for the 
Lydstep course. This 
came in the open race at 
the South 

Pembrokeshire,when he 
beat Ronaheath by a 
length, with East Of 
Eden a head away in 
third place, clocking five 
minutes 53 seconds. 

The most improved 
horse of the season was 
Cyril Morgan’s Canhe, 
who was by Cantab, a 
winner of the Triumph 
Hurdle. A hitherto 
wayward sort, Canhe in 
the hands of Tim 
Rooney won his final 
three starts. 

The saddest moment 
of the season came at the 
Llangibby, at Howick,. 
where the grey Indigo 
Jones, a 40-1 outsider 
ridden by Anthony Reid, 
died of heart failure after 
dead-heating with 

Devil’s Walk in the open 
race. 

The funniest incident 
occurred at south 
Pembroke shire, when 
Hampton Boy, who was 
two fences clear in a 
farcical members’ race, 
persisted in refusing to 
jump the last fence. But 
I doubt whether his rider 
Richard Mathias saw the 
funny side of it, or for 
that matter Hampton 
Boy’s backers. 

Barry Thomas had 
already pulled up his 
mount, Churchill 

Bridge, but seeing 
Richard’s predicament 
joined back in the race, 
reaching the last fence in 
time to give Hampton 
Boy a lead over it. This 
he did, the only snag 
being that he took a 
tumble himself, which ' 
left Hampton Boy home 
and dry. 

Mandryka, who had 
by now earned the tag 
‘Welsh Wonder’, landed 
the 30th win of his 
career when finishing a 
distance ahead of 
Eortcum at the 

Glamorgan at St Hilary. 

One rider who missed 
the season was John 
Llewellyn who broke his 
thigh when a horse he 
was schooling ran into a 
telegraph pole.

Just three weeks ago,

jUl ... and as that Irish comic genius Frank Carson might have said: i rE ' 

it’s going to be a craic-er!’ 


T here is something extra 
special about a Wales v 
Ireland clash that never 
fails to quicken the blood of 
players and supporters alike - 
long accustomed to seeing sparks 
fly when the two Celtic cousins 
put aside their usual close 
camaraderie for 80 minutes of 
mayhem - with some memorable 
‘tear-ups’ over the years! 

It all began on January 28,1882 
at Lansdowne Road, Dublin. Wales 
won that Home Nations opener and 
the next two, but the Irish soon 
found their feet and the now 
familiar pattern of close-fought 
contests and narrow outcomes 
emerged, with little to choose 
between the sides up to the 1970s 
‘golden era’, when Wales won five 
on the trot. 

In the ’80s, it again levelled out, 
but in the ’90s the pendulum 
swung the Irishmen’s way. 
Incredibly, they have now won 16 
out of the 23 games between the 
two since 1995 (including a record 
54-10 victory in 2002). 

Wales have triumphed on only 
seven occasions - which would not 
seem to augur well as the fancied 
Irish descend on an expectant 
Millennium Stadium this Saturday, 
in search of a rare Grand Slam. 


However, bare statistics hardly 
convey the true picture of intense, 
evenly-contested games that more 
often than not could have swung 
either way. 

To put this in context, overall 
Wales have won 65 of the 120 
fixtures to Ireland’s 49, with six 
matches drawn; and have amassed 
1,401 points compared to Ireland’s 
1304 total. 

Moreover, while the Six Nations 
favourites have tasted success in 
Cardiff with 19 wins (just as the 
Dragon has done even more 
dramatically in Dublin, with 27 
wins to Ireland’s 28), they certainly 
cannot afford to be over-confident, 
with Wales having won 35 of the 56 
match-ups on home soil and 
scoring 735 points to Ireland’s 537. 

So the stage is set for yet another 
epic showdown between proud 
Celtic rivals that has all the 
fascinating ingredients in place for 
what could well turn out to be the 
game of the championship. 

After a lacklustre Welsh team 
lost to England and struggled 
against a rebuilding Scotland side 
that has since fallen to Italy, the 
high-flying Irish, having disposed 
of Italy, France and then England 
(in what some media pundits had 
prematurely billed as the Six 
Nations title decider).

could have been forgiven for 
thinking the path was almost clear 
to their third Grand Slam. 

If so, the emphatic Welsh victory 
in Paris will have changed their 
thinking and they now know they 
are facing a suddenly re-awakened 
Red Dragon, who will represent a 
decidedly more formidable (and 
familiar) proposition. 

Indeed, the Irish camp have 
already acknowledged that this will 
be their toughest test to overcome 
in pursuit of the Six Nations title. 

They will be buoyed by recent 
victories over Wales that include 
last year’s 26-3 mauling at the 
Aviva stadium and the 30-22 win in 
Cardiff in 2013, as well as their 
cliff-edge win in 2009 at the 
Millennium Stadium. 

It saw them achieve only their 
second Grand Slam in 67 years, 
when Stephen Jones’ last gasp 
penalty attempt from halfway fell- 
agonisingly short of the crosssbar 
(fittingly, sitting in the crowd that 
day was Ireland’s legendary Dr 


Jack Kyle, star of the 1948 
triumph, who sadly has since 
passed on). 

However, there are growing signs 
that a Welsh fuse which is 
notoriously slow to burn, is poised 
to burst into flame in this 
penultimate match of the Six 
Nations, and stake Wales’ own 
claim to the championship title. 

The players were given a vote of 
confidence on Tuesday, when head 
coach Warren Gotland, who had 
not hesitated to make four changes 
in Paris to the team that won in 
Scotland, this time announced an 
unchanged line-up against Ireland. 

It will be captained for a record 
34 th time by Sam War bur ton. 

Gotland said that the team had 
been disappointing against England 
in the first match of the 
tournament and changes had had 
to be made. 

Two tough away matches had 
seen a step up in performance, but 
he admitted that far more would be 
required against the confident men 
in green. 

“r/?cy are the form team in 
Europe and we know ifs going to be 
a huge battle/^ he admitted. 

The Welsh camp is fully aware 
that Ireland’s strategic kicking 
game revolves around their in-form 
halfbacks - in particular, the 


talismanic Jonny Sexton, now 
declared fit after nursing a 
hamstring injury. How Wales deal 
with this twin threat will be the key 
factor. 

Last weekend, the Welsh regions 
gave a timely, if unexpected, lift to 
national team morale by defeating 
all four Irish provinces for the first 
time in the Prol2. 

Their success may be a happy 
omen and come Saturday evening, 
Warren Gotland’s Wales could well 
be celebrating a full house - in 
more ways than one!
